“DAHLIA  KING  OF  THE  BRONX” 

Many  persons  are  overcome  by  adversity;  others  adapt  themselves  to  it. 
When  Albert  Parrella  found  ill-health  forcing  him  to  give  up  his  occupation 
as  a  painter,  he  did  not  despair.  He  knew  that  there  are  other  ways  of 
making  a  living  and  of  keeping  healthy  at  the  same  time.  It  was  those  two 
considerations  that  turned  him  to  raising  dahlias. 

Now  Mr.  Parrella  is  the  largest  producer  of  dahlias  in  the  Bronx.  He 
has  made  a  business  of  it,  and  his  yard  at  3380  Ely  Avenue  is  a  veritable 
paradise  for  dahlia  lovers — row  upon  row  of  the  gleaming,  beautiful  blossoms, 
of  many  types  and  colors,  many  of  them  developed  by  Mr.  Parrella  himself; 
new  types  which  he  has  created  and  made  available  to  the  world  of  flower- 
fanciers.  He  was  one  of  the  exhibitors  at  the  24th  annual  show  of  the 
American  Dahlia  Society,  held  at  the  Concourse  Plaza  Hotel  in  the  Bronx,  on 
September  20th  and  21st.  The  show  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  held  in  the 
East,  if  not  in  the  entire  country.  The  “dahlia  had  its  day”  there  and 
fanciers  of  the  flower  came  from  the  entire  Metropolitan  area,  including  the 
suburbs,  to  view  the  blooms  on  display. 

Mr.  Parrella’s  exhibit  attracted  considerable  attention.  It  is  understood  that 
this  had  been  a  good  summer  for  the  blooms  and  that  many  of  those  on 
display  were  finer  and  more  beautiful  than  any  dahlias  ever  shown  publicly 
before.  Mr.  Parrella  was  therefore  upon  his  mettle  but  as  his  past  work  has 
shown,  he  can  pit  his  ability  to  develop  fine  dahlias  against  anyone  else, 
amateur  or  professional. 


He  introduced  a  new  development,  a  commercial  dahlia  named  after  his 
daughter  Margie  Parrella. 

Mr.  Parrella  has  found  his  field,  both  of  business  and  in  a  strong  sense, 
of  art,  and  he  has  made  good.  It  shows  that  determination  plus  the  background 
that  makes  for  appreciation  of  the  beautiful,  are  certain  to  bring  success  when 
one  applies  them  wdth  stick-to-it-iveness.

Blamer-Parrella-Hulin)  —  This 
lovely  dahlia  received  an  “Award 
of  Honor”  at  the  Georgia  Trial 
Ground.  We  are  using  descrip¬ 
tion  received  from  the  trial 
ground,  which  we  believe  de¬ 
scribes  the  flower  to  a  “T.”  This 
is  a  very  distinctive  old  rose, 
suffused  and  tipped  yellow,  semi¬ 
cactus  variety.  Form  is  very 
attractive  as  the  petals  curl  and 
twist,  showing  reverse  color. 

Blooms  average  8x5  good  sub¬ 
stance,  on  strong  stems,  6"  to 
8"  above  upper  leaves.  Prolific 
bloomer,  plant  vigorous,  medium 
tall,  foliage  dark  green  and 
insect  resisting.  Received  an 
“Award  of  Honor”  at  the  Dahlia 
Society  of  Georgia  for  distinctive 
color  and  formation,  in  addition 
to  other  good  qualities.

VIN  WELL  BRIDESMAID 

TEN  BRIEF  SUGGESTIONS  TO  THE  AMATEUR  ON  HOW  TO  GROW 

BETTER  DAHLIAS 

1.  Select  easily  grown  varieties  and  those  giving  full  satisfaction. 

2.  Prepare  the  selected  planting  spot  well  and  place  the  supporting  stake. 

3.  Dig  a  hole,  next  to  the  stake,  about  10  inches  in  diameter  and  7  to  8 
inches  deep,  and  place  one  handful  of  bonemeal  in  the  hole,  or  any  other 
recommended  fertilizer  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the  soil  before  planting. 

4.  Place  roots  in  flat  position  with  the  sprout  or  “eye”  facing  upwards.  Cover 
lightly  with  about  2  inches  of  soil.  In  doing  this  be  careful  not  to  damage 
the  sprout.  As  the  plant  grows,  fill  around  the  stem  with  soil. 

5.  Do  not  plant  too  early.  At  times,  too  early  planting  spoils  good  roots.  I 
would  suggest  planting  from  June  1st  on,  except  in  climates  where  a  short 
growing  season  is  prevalent.  In  that  case  use  your  own  judgment. 

6.  Keep  the  soil  well  cultivated  throughout  the  season,  and  prevent  weeds  from 
outgrowing  the  plant. 

7.  Water  plants  during  hot  weather  at  least  once  a  week.  Do  not  merely 
sprinkle  them,  but  soak  tnem.  This  must  be  done  after  sundown. 

8.  Tie  the  plant  to  the  supportive  stake  with  soft  cord,  at  distance  of  12  inches 
apart.  This  is  done  as  an  added  security  against  destruction  by  wind  and 
storm.  Spray  with  any  reliable  parasitacide  at  least  once  every  two  weeks. 

9.  About  August  1st,  scatter,  a  handful  of  bonemeal  about  6  inches  around  the 
stem  and  rake  it  gently  into  the  soil.  Other  fertilizers  may  be  used  if 
desired.  Do  not  use  excessive  amounts  of  fertilizer  as  injury  to  the  roots 
will  result. 

10.  About  August  15th,  the  same  treatment  as  above  is  applied.  Disbudding 
at  this  time  aids  in  the  formation  of  bigger  and  better  flowers  and  longer 
stems.  This  should  insure  good  results.  If  any  other  information  is  desir¬ 
able,  I  will  gladly  forward  you  the  same.

MRS.  STEWART  (S.  C.)— Col¬ 
or,  straw  yellow,  splotched 
with  strawberry  pink,  rose 
lavender  reverse.  Form  is 
very  attractive  as  the  petals 
curl  and  twist.  An  Australian 
dahlia  of  real  merit.  Good 
stem  and  foliage,  and  a  very 
fine  bush.  Deserves  a  trial. 
Blooms  average  up  to  12 
inches.  Height  of  plant,  5  ft.

MRS.  STEWART 


PEACH  BLOSSOM  (C.) — A  colossal  cactus  with  long  wavy  petals.  Color,  peach 
pink.  This  dahlia  is  very  hard  to  describe,  but  very  pleasing  to  the  eye. 
This  variety  goes  over  big  with  the  ladies.  A  fine  clean  grower,  with  good 
foliage,  and  free  bloomer.  Height  of  plant,  5  ft.  Root  $7.50  -  Plant  $2.50 

FIRE  BIRD  (S.  C.) — Color,  bright  cardinal  red.  Medium  size  flower  of  ex¬ 
ceptional  beauty.  Formation  is  perfect.  Flowers  are  erect  on  long  rigid 
stems,  blooms  early  and  in  profusion.  Plant  is  an  open  grower  with  dark 
green  leathery  foliage.  Insect  resisting.  A  perfect  dahlia.  “Certificate  of 
Merit”  at  S.  N.  H.  F.,  1937.  Height  of  plant,  5  to  6  feet. 

Root  $7.50  -  Plant  $2.50 

MRS.  B.  AMBERS  (I.  D.) — Here  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  Australian  dahlias. 
The  blooms  are  immense  in  size  on  long  straight  stems.  The  color  is  very 
rich,  ranging  from  cadmium  yellow  to  raw  sienna.  The  petals  are  somewhat 
crinkled  and  have  a  glistening  sheen.  Bush  grows  to  414  feet  and  is  literally 
covered  with  exhibition  blooms  from  early  season  until  frost.

CHRYSPOPCANS  begin  to 
bloom  about  June  15th  and 
keep  on  sending  out  beautiful 
blooms  until  the  latter  part  of 
July. 

This  picture  shows  a  chryspopcan  plant  in 
l doom.  Note  the  sturdiness  and  vigor  oi 
this  plant,  also  the  stem  that  holds  the 
flowers  erect.  Note  the  size  and  shape  of 
flowers  on  plant,  which  was  4  feet  high, 
also  the  foliage. 

CHRYSPOPCAN  DESCRIPTION 

Twelve  years  of  careful  cultivation  has  been  necessary  to  bring  this  beauti¬ 
ful  flower  to  its  present  high  state  of  perfection.  The  word  beautiful  does  not 
describe  it.  One  must  see  it  bloom  to  really  appreciate  its  rare  beauty.  Your 
imagination  would  need  to  run  riot  to  gain  any  idea  of  the  colors  and  tints. 

The  flower  resembles  in  many  ways  the  Chrysanthemum,  Poppy,  Carnation, 
and  some  have  the  shape  of  Dahlia,  so  it  might  be  truly  said  that  it  is  a 
combination  of  all  these  favorites. 

The  plant  attains  a  height  of  from  2  to  4  feet.  It  has  long  graceful  stems 
and  handsome  green  foliage,  forming  an  attractive  bush.  Each  plant  yields 
from  ten  to  fifteen  large  and  full  flowers.  One  plant  last  year  yielded  27 
perfect  flowers. 

A  chemist  would  probably  analyze  CHRYSPOPCAN  to  be  composed  of  the 
following  strains,  Poppy,  75  per  cent;  Carnation,  10  per  cent;  Chrysanthemum, 
10  per  cent;  Dahlia,  5  per  cent;  with  some  plants  varying  slightly  one  way  or 
the  other. 

Most  of  these  flowers  are  three  to  four  inches  in  diameter.  The  petals  are 
of  imposing  effect.  Some  are  broad,  resembling  ruffled  satin,  which  others  are 
silky,  curly  and  fringed.  The  formations  are  of  great  beauty,  and  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  give  an  accurate  detailed  description.  Each  flower  has  an  attractive¬ 
ness  all  its  own. 

Colors  produced  to  date  are:  Ashes  of  Rose,  Chinese  Red,  Pink,  Fuchsia, 
Red,  Lavender,  Mauve,  White,  Pink  Tipped,  White  and  Scarlet  with  Light 
Stripes. 

To  grow  Chryspopcan  once  means  it  will  always  have  a  choice  spot  in  your 
garden. 


MRS.  JAMES  ROOSEVELT  S.  C.  to  I.  D.  (Parrella-Hulin)— An  even 
grenadine  red  with  streaked  yellow  reverse,  which  gives  a  pre¬ 
dominant  orange-red  effect  with  yellow  tints  and  lightings. 
Petals  slightly  twisting,  curling  and  slightly  crinkled.  Immense 
size  blooms,  11  inches  or  more  without  forcing,  with  great 
depth.  A  very  beautiful  dahlia  in  color  and  form.  Something 
different.  Height  of  plant,  5  feet.  This  dahlia  was  named  in 
HONOR  of  our  President’s  Mother.  MRS.  JAMES  ROOSEVELT 
received  an  Awrnrd  of  Honor  at  the  Georgia  Experimental  Sta¬ 
tion  with  the  following  comment:  “So  forceful  in  attention  get¬ 
ting  value  that  it  approaches  the  spectacular.”  (Note) — This 
dahlia  is  on  Mr.  Barron’s  Honor  Roll  in  the  FLOWER  GROWER, 
Mr.  Johnston’s  Futurity  in  HOUSE  BEAUTIFUL  and  Mr. 
Eldredge’s  Review  in  the  MID-WEST  DAHLIA  NEWS.
